Otto Fiala, Former Soldier, Uses 
Pistol When Woman Re- 
fuses to Make Up Quarrel.

SHE HAD CHILD IN ARMS 
Doctor, Called to Treat Fiala, 
Refuses: to Do So; De- 
serves Death, He Says. 


Mrs. Jeasie Fiala, 22 years old, was 
shot and ‘killed by her husband, Otto 
Fiala, 28, at the home of her mother, 
Mrs. Henry Neustadter, 110 Hancock 
avenue, Luxemburg, St. Louis Coun- 
ty, Tuesday. Aiter killing his wife 
Fiala shot himself in the temple. 

Fiala. was said to be mortally 
wounded. 

After Fiala had lain for two hours 
without surgical attention an ambu- 
lance was called to take him to the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. 

Dr. Edward C. Beck of 9468 Sout 
Broadway, when called te the Mouse 
refused to treat Fiala, who had a bullet 
in his brain. The doctor told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter by telephone that 
when he learned Fiala had shot his 
wife in cold blood he did not believe he 
was entitled to treatment. 

He said Fiala would die in two or 
three hours without medical attention 
and that he deserved to die. 

Shot as She Held Chu. 

Flala first shot his wife in the breast. 
As she turned to run and was shielding 
their 4-year-old son, Otto, Fiala fired 
again, the bullet entering her back and 
reaching the heart. The first wound 
was slight. 

The Fialas had been separated for six 
weeks. He remained at their home and 
che went to her mother’s home, three 
tlocks away, taking their boy with her. 

After the separation Mrs. Fiala went 
to work as a waitress in Union Station 
Lunchroom.

She 
found her daughter dead and Fiala 
lying wounded on the floor near her. 
Fiala formerly was a soldier at Jef- 
ferson Barracks. For several months 
he had had no steady employment. The 
separation was mainly because of his 
inability to support his wife and child

Porto 
Rico, ‘Hawaii, the Philippines, are ours, 
indeed, but not ours to do what we 
Please with. Such territories, once re- 
garded! as mere / Possessions, are no 
longer to de selfishly exploited; they 
are part of the domain of public con- 
science and of serviceable and enlight- 
ened statesmanship. We must admin- 
ister them for the people who live in

we must not allow ourselves to depend 
upon extraordinary expedients. We 
must add the means by which the farm- 
er may make his credit’ constantly and 
easily available and command when be] 
will the capital by which to support 
and expand his business. We lag be- 
hind many other great countries of the 
modern world in attempting to do this. 
Systems of rural eredit have been 
studied and developed on the other side 
of the water while we left gur farm- 
ers to shift for themselves in the ordi- 
nary money market. You have but to 
look About you in any rural district to 
see\ the result, the handicap and em- 
ba sment which have been put upon 
those who produce our food. 

Conscious of this backwardness and 
neglect on our part, the Congress re- 
cently authorized the creation of a spe- 
cial commission to study the various 
systems of rural credit which have been 
put into operation in Europe, and this 
commission. is already prepared to re- 
port. Its report ought to make it easier 
for us to determine what methods will 
be best suited to our own farmers. I 
hope and believe that the committees 
of the Senate and House will address 
themselves to this matter with the 
most fruitful results, and I believe that 
the studies and recently formed plans 
of the Department of Agriculture may 
be made to serve them very greatly in 
their work of framing appropriate and 
adequate legislation. It would be in-

In promising to leave the country. 
Zelaya stipulated that he should have 
ample time to transact some important 
business matters. The next boat from 
New York to Barcelona will not sail 
until Dec, 11, and Zelaya said he thought 
he could finish his business in that time. 
State Department officials insist that 
when the deposed dictator departs he 
go direct to Barcelona, and that in the 
interim he enter into no political in- 
trigues involving Nicaragua. 

Gen. Chamorro, Nicaraguan Minister 
here, cabled that the Nicaraguan for- 
eign office, suggesting the cancellation 
of that Government's request, now in 
the mails, for the extradition of the 
former President for trial for the al- 
leged murder of two of his eoantrymen 
at Masaya in April, 1901.

STABLE SCENE OF CRIME 


John Meister, Teaming Em- 
ployer, Beaten Four Times 
With Gas Pipe. 


A white pancake hat is the chief flis- 
tinguishing mark of a young man for 
whom the Mounted District police hunt- 
ed Tuesday, in their effort to explain 
the mysterious murder of John Meister. 
50 years old, ‘n teaming contractor, of

of nearly $200 before daylight Monday in 
the stable behind his home, and was 80 
beaten with a gaspipe that he died at 
the city hospital in the afternoon. 

The man wearing the white pancake 
hat was seen about the neighborhood 
early Monday, before the attack on Meis- 
ter had become generally known. He is 
described by those who saw him as be- 
ing & to W yeurs old, smooth shaven, 
5 feet 9 inches in height, weighing 10 
pounds, and wearing a blue serge suit. 

Former Employes Sought. 

Two men, one a negro, who former! 
were employed by Meister as teamsters, 
and who lately had been back to seek 
employment from him, were held for 
questioning by the police. Neither was 
seen about the neighborhood at the time 
of the killing, so far as the police have 
made known. 

Meister used his teams in grading and 
filing work, and frequently carried 
large sums of money to pay his team- 
sters. It was his habit to get up at 
4:30 a. m. and go to the stable to feed 
his horses. 

After 6 a. m. Meister’s stepson, Ar- 
nold Licklider, went to the stable to cait 
him to breakfast, and found Meister un- 
conscious, holding a measure, which, it 

as apparent, he had been about to fill 
trom a sack of oats. 

Struck Four Times With Pipe. 

Meister had been struck four times on 


on the floor. A woolen cap, which 
Meister had. worn on leaving the house, 
lay beside the oat sack, 
that at least one blow Had béen struck 
while he was wearing the cap. 
The left trousers pocket, in, 
Meister carried his money, was turned 
inside out.

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The Democratic Senators are not only hard at 
work on the currency bill, but they have devised 

working system which promises prompt prac- 
tical results. After deciding in conference upon 
the form of the bill to be submitted to the Sen- 
ate, they agreed to take up important disputed 
points that are subjects of debate on the floor 
and settle the differences between the majority 
Senators in conference. 

Under this rule the Senate as a whole and the 
Democratic conference will bé working at the 


same time, both trying to arrive at a satisfactory 


coticlusion, The harmonizing by the conference of 


differences which may arise in debate between 


Democrats will assure the solidity of ‘the major- 
ity vote on all points. When the final vote is 
taken, all Democrats who are working in con- 
ference will stand together on the. completed 
fheasure as a whole and at every point. 

The Democratic majority in Congress is en- 
titled to great credit for its work during the ex- 
tra session. Following the arduous task of pre- 
paring and adopting a tariff law in accordance 
with party promises it has brought almost to 
completion the no less arduous task of passing a 
banking and currency measure. 

Fretting under delay in shaping ſegislation 
that was so much needed, the public was inclined 
to condemn members of the Bank and Currency 
Committee for postponing their report. But an 
extraordinary amount of work was done by the 
committee. Every point in the bill was consid- 
ered and many changes designed to perfect the 
measure in its substance and wording were adopt- 
ed. In essential points the Democratic confer- 
ence accepted the bill passed by Senator Owen 
and his five, accordant Democratic associates in 
the committee. They have served the conference 
as a working committee to perfect amendments. 

With the currency bill practically ready for 
passage, the Sixty-third Congress enters upon its 
first regular session. It has accomplished more 
valuable work within its first year than most 
Congresses have done during their existence. It 
has the extraordinary merit of working prompt- 
ly, vigorously and conscientiously to keep the 
election pledges of the party in power. It has 
not dodged or dallied. 

The success of the extra session has been due 
in large measure to the strong leadership of 
President Wilson, who has been a steady pilot. 
He has clearly defined the task of Congress and 
insisted that it be finished. He has held waver- 
ing Democrats in line by his own resolute de- 
termination and clear thought. But there is 
enough credit to go around. Let all the mem- 
bers have thetr fair share. 

The ‘work of the extra session emphasizes the 
wisdom of putting Congress to work early. The 
first regular session of every Congress should 
begin in the first instead of the last of the year 
after election, when the mandates of the people 
are fresh in the minds of the members.

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A SHAW’S GARDEN IMPROVEMENT. 

The site of the old Shaw School at King’s high- 
way and Manchester road, which the School 
Board advertised for sale some time ago, has 
been purchased by the Missouri Botanical Asso- 
ciation. The land will be used a providing 
Shaw’s Garden with an entrance from the King’s 
highway side and a considerable further sum 
will be spent in erecting there an ornate portal. 
The money devoted from the Shaw bequest to 
this purpose will be money well spent. The im- 
provemént in one of the greatest of St. Louis 
civic assets will have’ a very general apprecia- 
tion. 

It brings the physical appointments of Shaw’s 
Garden into conformity with changes resulting 
from the city’s rapid westward growth. Without 
doubt this new King’s highway entrance will in 
time be the chief and most generally used gate- 
way to these superb botanical collections.

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SIXTY-FIVE YEARS KING AND EMPEROR. 
History has no parallel to the record of Francis 
Joseph of Austria, who completes today 65 years 
of his reign. 

Queen Victoria reigned less than 64 years. The 
nominal 72 of Louis XIV of France and the 67 
years of Pharaoh of the Scriptures began when 
they were young boys in tutelage. Francis was 
over 18 on Dec. 2, 1848, and he has been an actual 
ruler every day.

Operators Elect and Control 
County Officials In Colo- 
rado, Report Says. 


— —

PUEBLO, Colo., Dec. 2—Actions of 
mine Operators ‘were severely criticised 
by the Federal grand jury, which yes- 
terday returned indictments against a 
number of officials of the Untted Mine 
Workers of America. ; 

The report of the grand jury says: 

“The Operators appear to have been 
somewhat remiss in endeavoring to se- 
cure and hold the good will of their 
employes, and the grand jury~ deduced 
from the testimony. that there existed 
reasonable grounds for many of the 
grievances complained of by the miners 
We believe that ‘many of these com- 
plaints are substantial and have merit. 

The grand jury found that the State 
laws have not been so enforced as to 
“give all person concerned the benefits 
which are derived therefrom,” and that 
“the coal companies have been suf- 
ficiently influential to nominate, elect 
and control many county officers and 
have done so with the result of com- 
plicating the jndustrial situation by ex- 
cuisng political prejudices.” 

The report further sets out that many 
camp marshals whose appointments and 
salaries are controlled by coal companies 


have exercised a system of espionage }. 


and have resorted to arbitrary powers 
of police control, acting in capacity of 
judge and juror and passing sentence 
upon the miner who had incurred the 
enmity of the superintendent or pit 
boss for having complained of real 
grievances or for other causes.” 

“These, taken with assaults by camp 
marshals upon miners, have produced 
general dissatisfaction among miners, 
who fear generally to complain of real 
grievances because of danger of their 
discharge.“ 

In connection with mine-owned sa- 
loons, the report said: Many of the 
cecal companies maintain camp saloons 
and collect from the keepers of such 
saloons a per capita sum of 2% to # 
cents per month for each person whose 
name appears on the company’s roll. 
Many camp saloons are open after mid- 
night and on Sunday, contrary to the 
State law. Over one saloon there has 
ficated for years the red flag of an- 
archy, with an open knife fastened 
to the flag. This saloon is a rendez- 
vous of anarchists and many crimes 
are chargeable to its influence.

Board Splits When 8 410 
Says Ward Representation in 
One Body Would Be Illegal. 


— 


The plan of the Board of Freeholders. 
to provide in the new charter for a 
single legislative body, with the mem- 
bers nominated by wards or districta 
and elected at large, was upset Monday 
night by an opinion of former Judge 
Henry 8. Caulfield, counsel for the 
board, declaring it to be illegal. 

The board, several weeks ago by for- 
mal vote had declared in favor of the 
one house system with district or ward 
representation, if it should be found 
that the plan was legal. Under the opin- 
ion of Judge Caulfield the board will 
have to provide for a one-body assembly 
with members nominated and elected at 
large, or for a two-house system similar 
to that which prevalls under the pres- 
ent charter. 

one House System Favored. 

The board members nearly all favor 
the one-house system, but at the same 
time they favor district representation. 
It is considered doubtful whether those 
who are in favor of a one-house sys- 
tem nominated and elected at large will 
be able to carry their proposition over 
those who are determined to stand for 
ward or district representation, even if 
two houses must be provided for. 

Freeholders Rowe, Rutledge and 
Langeman are on record as favoring the 
two-house system, unless the one-house 
system could be made to provide for 
ward or district representation. Cha}- 
man McDonald is strongly in favor of 
one house, even if it has to be nominat- 
ed and elected at large, and several 
other members will vote with him on 
that proposition. 

After Judge Caulfield had given hia 
decision, Freeholder Rosenfeld proposed 
„ which members of a one- 
house Assembly would have to reside; 
in certain wards or districts, while at 
the same time being nominated at large. 

RKowe Attacks Rosenfeld Pian. 

He contended that residence in a Cer- 
tain district should be made a necessary 
qualification for members in the legis- 
lative body, and that under his plan 
the board could still provide for one 
house and retain the principle of dis- 
trict representation. 

This plan was attacked as illegal and 
impossible by Freeholder Rowe and 
others. Judge Caulfield was asked to 
write an opinion on its legality for 
Thursday nights meeting, if possible. 

If the opinion should be ready, the 
board will Thursday night take up for 
final determination the question of pro- 
viding for one or two houses. The 
first real fight in the board is expected 
to develop over this problem. Free- 
holder Rowe announced that he nad an 
engagement to attend a prise fight 
Thursday night, and directed Chairman f 
McDonald to vote his proxy in favor of 
two houses. 

Discuss Powers of — 

The board Monday night discussed at 
length the question of the powers to be 
conferred upon the Municipal Assembly 
in the new charter, Other than deter- 
mining that the power of confirming 
the Mayor’s appointees should be with- 
drawn from the legislative body or bod 
ies, the board passed over the question 
until it had determined definitely wheth- 
er the Assembly shall have one or two 
houses. i

pendicular to each other, evidently 
collapsed and came together. Then 
the side was precipitated through 
the other levels to the bottom of the 
mine. 

The main shaft remained practic- 
ally clear and it was from the levels 
of that shaft that rescue work was 
conducted.
